Premier Dies 


L Y O N S , France O ' — Form er 
Prem ier 
Edouard 
Herriot, 
84, 
grand old man of French politics, 
died today. 
The venerable statesman, 
who 
was honorary’ chairman of the Na 
tional Assembly and president of 
the Radical Party, had been 
ill 
with 
bronchial 
trouble 
for 
two 
months. 
Herriot was elected president of 
the National Assembly in January, 
1947, and re-elected each year un­ 
til 1953 ^w hon he retired because 
of his health. 
Herriot was premier of France 
in 1924 and 1925, held the post 
again for one day in Ju ly, 1926, 
and became premier and foreign 
minister again from June to De­ 
cember, 
1932 
He hold cabinet 
posts in other governments, and 
was president of the Chamber of 
Deputies from 1936 to 1942 
He and his wife were taken into 
“ protective custody” by the Nazis 
in 1940 and interned in 1942. They 
were freed after the war.

Nixon gave the Chief Executive 
a country-by-country report on his 
personal conversations with lead­ 
ers in the area.

Press Secretary Jam es C. Hager- 
ty said it also would be “ fair to 
say” he stressed 
the need for 
strengthening U. S. diplomatic and 
information activities in Africa. 


Nixon plans to make a follow-up 
written report to the Chief Execu­ 
tive within the next week or IO 
days. It presumably will be made 
public by the White House. 


Establishment of the new consu­ 
lates would be in addition to the 
State Department's previously-dis­ 
closed intention of establishing a 
new post of 
assistant secretary 
for African affairs. Congress still 
must provide funds for the post, 
however.
